a. The basic premise of subject paper is closely analogous 
to our memorandum dated 1 May 1953 (Subjects The Political 
Significance of the Invasion of Laos by the Viet Minh Forces). 

One of the strongest elements in anti-Communist propaganda among 
Southeast Asians may be to alert them to the dangers of Chinese 
imperialism ldiich would be disclosed by the establishment of a 
Shan or Thai "Peoples Republic" united with the Communist world. 
The historical facts of Southeast Asia's servitude to China would 
spell out this danger in simplest terms. The present situation 
portends an even greater danger because Chinese Goassunism is, in 
fact, an instrument of the Kremlin. 


b. It is agreed that Thailand should be considered a center 
of resistance to Gasmaiaisa in Southeast Asia. 'The United States 
must be In the background as a friend of these people. Meanwhile 
Indian friendship and sympathy should be sought in an endeavor to 
foster regional resistance to the Communist bloc. 


«. Several individuals are available who have had 033 exper- 
ience in the area. They are known to have been outstanding 
operatives. Several of them even learned the language of the Ea chins 
and other ethnic groups. A selected few such operatives would suffice 
to support the moral leadership of the United States in organizational 
work in Thailand, both on the government level and among the 
guerrillas.
